1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Tearney 
discloses an optical system where the rotational scanning mechanism causes 
movement of either the optical fiber or a component of the optical system. But since 
neither the fiber nor the optical system is part of the housing, the distal end of housing is 
not a rotatable distal face. Tearney teaches the use of numerous rotating structures but 
these rotating structures are not inside the housing and therefore the housing itself 
remains stationary. Tearney teaches coupling light into a single fiber and therefore 
does not teach coupling light into two fibers one of which orbits or revolves around the 
other fiber. Since Tearney does not teach the use of a second fiber, there is also no 
need for an eccentric port which couples light into the second fiber. Therefore, even 
though Tearney discloses an optical coupler with a rotational scanning mechanism; in 
combination with all the elements of the claim, Tearney does not disclose a rotary 
coupler to identify structures near the lumen or on the surface of the lumen wall.
